There are nc secrets here in this phase cf the questioning cf 
the nature cf saucers. If there were secrets, thqy have long since been 
revealed and given away. 

But nc writer, tc tM-s author's knowledge, has ever brought together 
the bits cf this part cf the jig-saw puzzle . Yet they are very significant 
bits and merit the consideration cf arycne trying tc understand the aystexy 
cf the saucers. 


Let's try tc put seme cf the bits together: 

Practically a3J. writers on 'the subject of saucers have discounted 
the possibility that the saucers have their heme nests right here on earth 
fer three or four reasons—and, at first sight, these are very geed reasons 
indeed. Among these are; 

1. T|,e extremely high speed, 

2. The seaningly impossible manouevening and the matter cf 
G-pnll—the pull of the ^rth's gravity—on any occupant cr 
occupants. 

5. The lack cf sound in objects flying faster than sound. The 
motors cf ccnventicnal planes roar, or their jets sound 
like giant blowtorches in 'the sky. And when a plane cf 
conventional design passes through the sound barrier* it

Now, bow about these points? Do they absolutely eliminate the 
possibility that saucers may be. earth craft, after all? ^wost writers, 
citing these points, have dismissed the possibilities^ TOttu-an 

But let's tale the points, one by one, and analyse them, 

1. Speed . Conventional craft, using a principle of 
"boring through" air, or being fpreed through air, cap get red hot, have t' 
metals creep, can fall apart or bum to a crisp fiom friction . However, 
ty utilizing the principle of "Coan da's Effect," with the cb.1ect flrine 
in a partial vacuum of its own malip g, this problem could be cverec nie, ' 
In the epinicn of Professor Henri Coanda, discoverer of the effectf as 
given to Art Buchwald, it would be cverceme. In many observations of 
extremely high speeds in saucers, the most extreme sp eeds were net observed 

f 

in the dense, lower layers of cur atmosphere , but at higher alti tudes, 
far, far above the eart h , And a great many otBervatieps of saucers 
have indicated that ^ey rise in a series of "stairsteps," and achi eve 
greatest velocity only after gaining the upper reaches of the atmosphe re 
where density, air r^istance and friction would be much less. 


And on this subject of speed it is well to remember 
that speeds seemingly impossible to earth craft in 1947 . when the first 
saucers were widely reported, seem terribly old-fashioned today. In 
1947, men were trying to br^eak the speed of sound—and secretly had 
Buceeded. But this speed of something over 700 mph became old hat in

Nop at all. First, they might be unmanned missiles— 
especially the tiny saucers that have been reported . Next, new things are 
ccffling to light about G-pull and the amount a human can survive ,about 
"weightlessness”, about ether factors that may ebter into the picture. 

For instance, in the magazine Flying, March, 1951, p, 54, 
First Lieutenant Hugh F, McLaurin, USAF , answered the following questions: 
"Tdiat would happenplane and suddenly cata¬ 
pulted into the sky at 15,000 mph? Would you explode? Vfculd you sweat 






blood? Would be killed tty acceleration or ty pressure change? 
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The answers are all no, Lt. McLaurin knew. He went through such b 


speed in a simulated test and survived.

Again, on G-pull, Major Donald E, Keyhce, writing in TRUE,

Decamberj 1952, wrote: ”By applying thrust in an cpcsite direction, 
abruptly reversing thrust, an object can be baited in seconds. Tests 
made wijih a G-sled ty the Air Force has shown that, for a fraction of a 
second, hunan beings can take a force of 45 G’s and survive," 

Maybe Major Keyhoe was a little premature in his announcement 
of this fact, but as proof of it, USAF, on December 27, 1954, announced that 
one of its officers,|^^^. Col, John P, Sbapp^had gone from a record land 
speed of 652 mph to a dead stop in 1^ seconds without ill effects, 

Th^s quick stop was made at Hallcman Air Development Center 
at Alamagcrdc, New Mexico. In th« test, Col, Stapp was stracp-ed to a 
2,000-pound rocket sled. only ill effects he suffered were a few 

blccai blisters from dust particles in the air and two black qyes, caused : 
ty his eyeballs being thrown forward against his eyelids during the 
deceleration period. 

In stepping. Gel, Stapp withstood a pressure equal to 
56 G's. His ’’weight" was mce than three tens. 

On the evening of ©icember 28, 1954, there appeared in 
The New York World Telegram & Sun a writeup of an interview with Col, 


Stapp, made on the 27th, in which the colonel said that he expecteA to 
travel at 1,200 mph on the slsd^n^ar^ i^rly twice as fast, with proportionate 
step— up in G— pressure^

Another racLOr s^'^anie's'overloeifed by writers on flying saucers is 
the phenofflenon of w_eightleaspess . If you don't weigh anything, ie.,if 
you have a condition of zerd gravity, you can't veiy well be slajnroed 
around hy violent mnc^^ers in the air. Some writers have, however, 
pointed out that extraterrestrial craft, using some form of magnetic 
propulsion, might create their own gravitational fields and thus be free 
of gravitational pull from the earth. Maybe it is not as complicated as 
all that. In TRUE for July, 1954, yrriter Don Dwiggins described weigh ties sne 
as experienced in a two-seater plane flown ty Maj, Edward J, Rackham, 

USAF acceptance pilot at Lockheed's Van Nuys, California, plant. They 
went up to 0 *^ 20,000 feet and then went into a ballistic c^rve. The 
result was weightlessness. Mr, Dwiggins photographed a pack of cigarettes 
floating free in the cabin of the plane. 

If weightlessness can be achieved with a ballistic curv e, 
perhaps it can be achieved in seme other, but fairXv easy wa v. And such 
weightlessness might permit violent mancueverin g, such as has. been nrt(=^ 

^in flying saucer B,a V-^'TnTnTT_jiii1 ij n 

But, if you will read further on the subject of weightlessness, 
you will find that this phenomenon presaots grave hazards to the airman . 

LIFE Magazine, in an article in its December 6, 1954, issue, pointed out 
that weightlessness is a highly ni^eaaant sensation, Mo airman has been 
able to si^’and it for more than 45 seconds. It produces severe disorientation. 
It dislocates all sense of direction. It produces nausea, nervous 
distress, loss of ability to co-ordinate, inability to guide the complex 
machinery of tody's flying craft.

4. alow. This is one tc really stump the experts , in trying 
to ex^iLain saucers as completely terrestrial craft. But certain atomic, 
radioactive m aterials glow with the same kind of blue-»greeri glare not ed 
in some saucer interiors . But how a crew oculd -fae protected frem gam ma 
rays gnanating from such maberlalB pc s ea an unanswerable questio n. As 
to glowing exteriors—4i*ajor K^hoe had written at some length , theori 
tkt the glow of extraterrestrial space craft could come from ^ar yin^ 
degrees of heat caused hv frigtion-^^frem practically whi te^ho'tl to red- 
to crange-het, to yellow-hot, goi ng from highest speed s to the lowest, 
Perhaps this same principle would held true of earth-made craft, as well 
as ^raterrestrial vehicles. As to the question of msterifll s which could 
withstand these heats—present rocket speeds, as published in newspapers— 
are above 4,^Q mph . Such speeds must cause temperatur es that make 
rockets glow—like saucers . 

All this may be very thin evidence that saucers could 
be eertb ereft.

Professor Ccand a discoered his neir principle 
of flight tack in 19S7 , This principle, described previously, in 
essence is that if you curve a jet of air , or many jets of air, you 
create an artificial cyclone, with the tremendous lift of a cyclone, 
and can lift and mancuever a: many-tenned object . because you create 
a vacuum the whirling blasts of the jets.
